Only five years have elapsed since the introduction of motor 
cars into India: there are now about 150 in the country, mainly 
in a few of the larger towns and in the capitals of some Native 
States. The practical advantages to be derived from automobiles are 
as yet by no means appreciated: the European or native purchasers 
treat them as toys, available for short spins, but useless for long 
journeys. The chief reason for this is the lack of mechanics, 
drivers, and repairing shops. The cars, driven mainly by inex- 
perienced owners, are looked after by native servants who know 
nothing of their mechanism, and help in many instances to spoil 
them when attempting to clean them; frequent breakdowns ensue, 
and the cars spend long intervals under the treatment of mechanics 
who are not,competent to deal with this class of machinery. The 
owner of a car consequently finds it a source of annoyance and 
expense. | 

In spite of these drawbacks, the importation ‘shows a steady 
increase ; a considerable development of the trade might therefore 
be confidently expected to result from the establishment of garages 
with repairing shops attached, in such towns as Calcutta, Bombay, 
and Madras. It has often been suggested that automobile services 
should be. established.in connection with existing railways ; but 
hitherto, such schemes have fallen through owing to the existence 
of difficulties which these establishments would obviate. 

The demand for very fast cars is said to be small, an average 
speed of about 18 miles an hour is held to be sufficient in most 


cases.

In 1903 the quan- 
tity imported was 39,104,000 pounds, valued at 
754,462 dols., mostly from the United States and Germany, whose 
manufacturers, it is believed, have an understanding as to prices. 
Great Britain does not send very many nails, only 473,000 odd pounds, 
but they are the best. Jobbers’ prices in American nails range at 
present from 2.90 dols. per keg for 12 gauge, 24 inch, to 2.75 dols. 
for 5 gauge, 7 inch. This includes the duty of 29 cents per keg. 
Nails for the Japanese market should be packed in extra strong 
kegs, 134 pounds net, lined with pitch paper to protect against 

rust, which causes them to sell as damaged stock. 


The United States Consul at Chemnitz in a recent report points 
Sewing and out that because of the enlistment of large 
Knitting numbers of Japanese working men in the 
Machines and = eS Operating in Manchuria, many women 
Wand Looms are forced to sustain themselves by means of 
industrial work in their homes. This has

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
OCTOBER, 1904.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for October, 1904, show an increase in the 
value, as compared with the corresponding month of 1903, of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the value of 
the Exports of British produce, and of the Exports of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in October, 1904, was 49,517,8251., 
an increase of 1,759,637/., or 3°7 per cent., as compared with 
those in October, 1903, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
31,105,060/., showing a net decrease of 1,137,5771. The Exports 
of British produce alone show a decrease of 417,4931., or 1°6 
per cent., as compared with October, 1908, whilst there is a 
decrease of 720,084/., or 11°3 per cent., in the Exports of foreign 
and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN OCTOBER, 1904. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month of October, 1904, amounted to 3,652,249 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 4,262,903 tons, as against 3,488,189 tons 
entered and 4,319,421 tons cleared in the month of October, 
1903. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during October, 1904, amounted to 2,786,818 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,752,676 tons, as against 2,700,235 
tons entered, and 2,664,977 tons cleared in October, 1903. 


VI—TEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-OCTOBER). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the ten months ended October, 1904, amounted to 
33,579,403 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 40,489,916 tons, as 
against 53,001,048 tons entered and 39,615,115 tons cleared in the 
similar period of the year 1903. With regard to the coasting trade, 
the tonnage entered with cargoes during the first ten months of 
1904 amounted to 26,860,602 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
26,463,453 tons, as against 26, 246, 420 tons entered and 25,946,270 
tons cleared in the first ten months of 1903.

1 to ug 3 41 and 43 of the Peruvian Regulations for 
pera ctngy Commerce and Customs, the Board of Trade 


have now received, through the Foreign Office, 
a translation of a Decree, dated the 27th July, amending the Decree 
referred to in that notice. The new Decree provides as follows :— 

(1) The inventories referred to in Article 41 of the Regulations 
for Commerce, shall be made by the consignee of the merchandise, 
with the assistance of the particular warehouse-keeper and an 
employé, named by the Administrator, as charged with the duty of 
vouching for the integrity of the merchandise. Any difference 
noted at the time of clearance is to be on account and risk of the 
consignee. 

(2) From the result of this operation the detailed manifest shall 
be drawn up, and signed by the interested party and the Govern- 
ment officials. 

(3) When a doubt as to the valuation of any merchandise arises, 
and it is desired to manifest the merchandise, whether by inven- 
tory or not, in accordance with the Customs tariff, the procedure 
to be followed will be that prescribed by Article 43 of the Regu- 
lations for Commerce. If after the clearance and revision, an error 
is found in the classification made previously by the Inspector or 
Inspectors named to make it, no penalty shall be inflicted upon 
the interested party, and he shall only be obliged to pay the 
duties legitimately leviable. 

All dispositions contrary to those noted above are suppressed. 





SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


CANADA. 


The ‘“ Canadian Manufacturer” (Toronto) of 21st October states 

that the contract for the Pacific Ocean steam- 
. ship service between Vancouver, B.C., and 

Mexico (notified on p. 531 of the “ Board of 

Trade Journal ” of 23rd June) has been awarded 
to a Glasgow shipowner, who will receive a subsidy of 100,000 
dols., to which the Canadian and Mexican Governments contribute 
in equal proportions. ‘The steamships will run monthly between 
Vancouver and the Mexican ports of Mazatlan, San Blas, Manzanillo, 
Acapulco, Puerto Angel, Salma Crux, Tonala and San Beneto. 
The service is for five years. ‘The ‘‘ Manufacturer” adds that it is 
hoped to inaugurate an Atlantic service to Mexico also. The 
Dominion Government are willing to vote 50,000 dols. for the. pur- 
pose, but the authorities at Mexico have not yet. signified their 
willingness to co-operate.

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TRINIDAD. 


A memorandum has been received at the Commercial Intelligence 
Floatine Dock Branch of the Board of Trade from the Collector 
for Port a Spaiti of Customs at Port of Spain, stating that the 
Government of Trinidad have arranged with a 

London firm for the provision of a floating dock at that port, the 
Government guaranteeing 3 per cent. per annum for 25 years on 
the capital of 100,000/. The dock is of the kind known as a 
floating and graving dock; it will be 365 feet long with a clear 
beam of 56 feet, and can lift a ship of 4,000 tons or 405 feet long. 
If desired the dock can be lengthened by the addition of pontoons. 


RUSSIA. 


In a despatch to the Foreign Office, H.M. Ambassador at St. 
Teiihebeesaliht of Petersburg (Sir C. Hardinge, K.C.B.) reports that 
~ Siberian according to a telegram from Tomsk, published 
twa in the “‘ Novoe Vremya” of 14th/27th October, 
' the war is “regenerating the great Siberian 
Railway.” Thus the line from Irkutsk to Cheliabinsk was built 
for three trains a day each way, but at the time of the Chinese war its 
capacity was advanced to 10, by the beginning of May last to 12, 
and by the middle of October to 16. By the middle of November it 
will be able to accommodate 17 trains aday each way. Last summer 
113 new sidings were built.’ The war has demonstrated that the 
line, which serves both warlike and peaceful purposes, ought to 
accommodate 25 trains a day each way, and that a second line, easier 
oradients and heavy rails are indispensable. These last are already 
laid along three-fifths of the line, and the gradients of the 
mountainous section among the spurs of the Sayar from Atchinsk 
to Irkutsk will be reduced in the very near future to a maximum 
of ten in a thousand, to accomplish which*a new line will be laid 
at a distance of 12 versts from the old gne between Atchinsk and 
Nijne Udinsk, and between the stations of Lime and Polovinnaia, a 
distance of 500 versts in all. But the large stations and 18 large 
bridges remain as before. The question of a second line cannot 
meet with a negative decision, and, according to reports, will be 
quickly settled. 








BULGARIA. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
Representative at Sofia, intimating that, in 
consequence of plague, vessels from Smyrna 
are admitted into Bulgarian ports of the Black 
Sea only after a strict medical examination on 
board. Passengers and goods destined for Bulgaria will likewise 
be subjected to the examination.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


RUSSIA. 


The “Journal de St. Pétersbourg” of the 10th/23rd October, 
summarises a Mm of articles which have

D * y import of coal into Russia. 

attest It is claimed that, were suitable means of 


Heme-Reneuress. transport devised, coal from the Donetz region 
might supplant Cardiff coal for naval and industrial purposes. The 
transport difficulty will be removed when a waterway connects the 
Baltic and the Black Sea; meanwhile, an attempt to solve the 
problem has been made by the Technical Committee of the Moscow 
Administration of Ways of Communication, who have sanctioned 
a scheme for improving the navigation of the Donetz as far as 
Gundorovo by the construction of seven dams and as many locks, . 
at a cost of six million roubles. 

This scheme does not go far enourh, in the opinion of the Donetz 
Agricultural Society, who suggest that the amelioration of the 
river sbould be continued as far as Kharkoff, and should also be 
carried out on the principal tributaries of the Donetz. It is agreed, 
however, that the larger scheme must lapse until the conclusion of 
the war. 

The “ Primorskaya Viedomosti” suggests that the coal supply of 
the future may possibly be found in Eastern Siberia. The 
Governor-General of the Amur Region has deputed M. Pfaffins, a 
mining engineer, to study tho coal beds of that country and of 
Sakhalin, to form a collection of specimens, and to draw up a 
detailed report on the physical and chemical qualities of the various 
species, and the cost of working, rates of labour, conditions of 
transport, &e. 

Another paper remarks that the petroleum wells, rather than 
the coal mines, of Sakhalin should be developed. These are said to 
be rich in mineral, at a moderate depth from the surface, and situ- 
ated at only 10 to 16 miles inland. The cost of working would be 
small, as convict labour is obtainable for about 15d. a day. 

In view of the political, commercial and fiscal benefits to be 
obtained by emancipating Russia from the necessity of seeking 
coal supplies abroad, the hope is expressed that the Government 
may be induced to undertake the cost of developing the mineral 


wealth of the country.

being valued at 35,815,360 dols., as compared with 30,867,863 dols. 
in 1902. Four states—namely, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 

Indiana and Ohio—produced 94 per cent. of the value of natural 

gas in 1903, and in the aggregate the United States produced 

99 per cent. of the entire world’s ; production. 


According to a report of the Geological Survey, the amount 

intact at of crude borax produced in the United States 

waits in 1903 was 34,430 tons (of 2,000 lbs.), valued 

at 661,400 dols. The value given is much 

lower than the total reported for 1902, due to the fact that it is’ 

calculated for crude product, whereas last year the valuation was 
partly for refined borax. 


The production of feldspar in 1903, according to the United 
tie Dies States Geological Survey, was 13,432 tons 
‘o “ (of 2,000 Ibs.) of crude, valued at 51,036 dols., 
_ and 28,459 tons of ground feldspar, valued at 
256,733 dols. In 1902 the output was 21,870 tons crude, valued 
at 55,501 dols., and 23,417 tons ground feldspar, valued at 
194,923 dols. Five States were producers—Connecticut, Maine, 
Maryland, New York, and Pennsylvania. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 


The United States Consul-General at Santo Domingo, reports to 

his Government that on 25th May last, a new 
New Mining Law. mining law was adopted in the Dominican 

Republic by the Provisional Government then 
in power. ‘This new law, he says, is very favourable to the invest- 
ment of foreign capital, providing a prompt and simple procedure 
for the acquisition of indefeasible mining titles, and amply pro- 
tecting prospectors. 

In framing it the Mexican law was largely used as a model, and 
the advice of gentlemen experienced in obtaining mining con- 
cessions in various countries was taken. Among its most note- 
worthy provisions are— 

1. That anyone, native or foreign, may take out a permit to 
prospect on private property on making a deposit to cover damages 

caused by his operations. 
2. That the owner of the land shall have a preference for a 
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period of only two months, and, if he avails himself of it, must 
repay the prospector all disbursements already made, plus one- 
third of the value of the whole mine. 

3. That applications for mining concessions are to be made to 
the Provincial Governor, who, on proof that thirty days’ notice has 
been published, and in case the application covers private land that 
the owner has been personally notified, must of course certify the 
papers to the minister of industry for issuances of the concession. 

4, That in case the application covers property held in common 
and is made by one of the joint owners, no personal notice need 
be given to the other joint owners, who naturally have no right of 
preference. [This provision, says the Consul, is especially im- 
portant since most of the land in the mining regions is held in 
common and shares therein are constantly bought and sold. 
The acquirement of a share, no matter how small, by a prospector 
would give him right to apply for a concession which could not 
be interfered with by the other joint owners. | 

5. That the concessionnaire may occupy all land necessary for 
- buildings, roads, &c. 

6. That miners are exempt from export duties and all taxes 
except 2s. 6d. per acre annually in case they are mining for 
precious metals, and half as much when they are mining for other 
minerals,

BRITISH INDIA—BURMA. 


According to the “ Tropical Agriculturist ” (Colombo) for October, 
Cotton the total estimated area under cotton in Burma 
Cultivation for the year 1904-05 amounts to 180,594 acres, 
' or an increase of about 8,000 acres over the 
preceding year. There have been considerable increases in Meik- 
tila of over 7,000 acres and in Sagaing and Myingyan of over 
6,000 acres each. It is stated that early rains have been favourable 
everywhere, and the satisfactory expansion of the cultivation is. 
attributable partly to this cause and partly to better prices ruling 
last season. The ‘Tropical Agriculturist” adds that standing 
crops are in good condition and the prospects very good. 


In the same journal it is stated that the Burma Season Crop 
Tobacco Report for the year ending 30th June, 1904, 
Cultivation shows that a slightly greater acreage was under 

; tobacco—6$8,819 acres as against 57,015 in 

1902-08. Henzada claims almost one-sixth of the whole acreage, 
but except in three districts all others grow the leaf. Salween 
and Myaungmya are two of the exceptions. The former is largely 
inhabited by Karens, and probably for their own consumption 
they grow it it in their tawngyas without any statistics being taken 
of the fact. It is to be regretted that no proper system of curing 
tobacco to suit European tastes exists inthe province. If properly 
cured, there is no reason why tobacco should not become as paying 
a crop as it has in Java and Sumatra, adding materially to the 
wealth of the cultivators. 
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CEYLON. 


In his Administration Report for 1903, Mr. J. P. Lewis writes as 
Cotton follows with regard to cotton cultivation in the 
Cultivation in Northern Province of Ceylon :— 
the Northern “There is no doubt that cotton would grow 
nieididiaen well in the peninsula and the islands as well as 
in the rest of the Province. It is grown even 
now in some places in the peninsula and in Delft, but little care is 
devoted to it. . . . I found two or three bushes of the Sea 
Island or Bourbon variety . . . growing, forgotten or un- 
recognised, in the Kachcheri premises. What is wanted is an 
enterprising planter, native or European, to start the cultivation 
in the Province on a considerable scale and make it pay. When 
the villagers see that this is the result, they will follow; but no 
amount of lecturing or pamphlets on the subject is likely to 
induce them to start the cultivation themselves. Portions of the 
Mannar Districts as well as Tunukkai consist of black soil, which 
is supposed to be specially suited for cotton cultivation. It 
apparently is similar to the black soil of Tinnevelly in the Madras 
Presidency. This soil is found for a radius of about three miles 
round the village of Tunukkai, 13 miles due west of Mankulam. 
The villagers consider it the best soil for cultivation.” 


On the subject of tobacco cultivation in Ceylon, the “ Tropical 
Tobacco Agriculturist” (Colombo) remarks that the 
Cultivation Northern, the North-central, and the North- 
western Provinces of the Island give great 
promise for every branch of tropical agriculture; and, with the 
restoration of the great irrigation works and the construction of 
the Northern Railway, Government is doing much to encourage 
the opening up and planting of these districts. Native agriculture, 
it is anticipated, will progress rapidly, especially when the Board 
of Agriculture becomes an accomplished fact. The rich low-lying 
lands in these three Provinces will grow splendid crops suitable 
to the native agriculturist, and Indian corn and tobacco will be 
extensively cultivated. Tobacco is at present a well-paying crop 
though the industry is small. The cultivator wants better methods 
of cultivation and curing the leaf. 





ITALY. 

The “Bollettino Ufficiale del Ministero d’Agricoltura” states 
Cotton that some experiments In cotton cultivation 
Cultivation have recently been carried out in the province 

‘ of Sassari, under the direction of the travel- 

ling instructor of the Sassari Agricultural School. Seed was 
distributed to about 30 farmers in the province, and the results 
of the crop have shown that very fine cotton can be produced. 
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CHINA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Ch’éngtu (Mr. A. Hosie) reports that the 
Cotten’ Qxowiiig red sandstone of Ssiich’uan is unsuited to the 
cultivation of cotton, but there is a small area 
in Ssuch uan.

alluvial soil, where the cotton plant flourishes. This area lies to 
the north of the great rhea-producing districts between the Fou, 
the western branch of the Chia-ling, and the T’o River.

The *‘ Labour Gazette ” is the Journal of the Labour Department 
of the Board of Trade, and is issued on the 16th of each month. 
Every month the “ Gazette” contains articles on the state of em- 
ployment in the principal industries in the United Kingdom based 
on material furnished by employers ,and their associations, trade 
unions, and special correspondents, ‘The returns used for this 
purpose in the current issue numbered 4,577. Statistics are given 
monthly of strikes and lock-outs, and changes in rates of wages 
and hours of labour, based on returns from representatives of the 
employers and workpeople affected. Other matters usually dealt 
with are Conciliation and Arbitration Cases, Industrial Accidents, 
Industrial Prosecutions, Prices of Bread, Wheat and Flour, 
Pauperism, Labour Bureaux, Legal Cases affecting Labour, Emi- 
gration and Immigration, Labour in the Colonies and Abroad.

This return, which is prepared annually by the Home Office, 
contains statistics as to the quantity and value of various minerals 
raised in the United Kingdom. The value, at the mines and 
quarries, of the mineral output of the United Kingdom in 1903 
was 101,808,404/., as compared with 107,104,884/. in 1902. The 
two minerals—coal and iron ore—which form the largest items in 
these totals, both showed increases in quantity and decreases in 
value in 1903 as compared with the previous year, the figures

This publication gives complete statistics relating to the acreage 
under crops and the number of live stock in 1904 in each county 
of Great Britain, with summaries for the United Kingdom, and 
comparative tables for a series of years. A preliminary statement 
previously issued by the Board of Agriculture, giving a summary 
of the Agricultural Returns, was reproduced on p. 393 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist September, 1904. 


Companies (Winding-up). Thirteenth General Annual Report by 
the Board of Trade. 311. Price 6d. 


This report deals with the proceedings of the Board of Trade 
under the Companies (Winding-up) Act, 1890, during the year 
1903; in that year winding-up proceedings were commenced in 
the case of 1,632 companies, the total amount of capital involved 
being 66,643,7031. Statistics of winding-up proceedings during 
the period 1894 to 1903, and a report by the Solicitor to the Board 
of ‘rade upon legal proceedings conducted by him under the 
Companies (Winding-up) Act, 1890, are included as annexes to 
the report. 

The report announces the formation of a new Companies Depart- 
ment under the Board of Trade, with Mr. G. S. Barnes, lately 
Senior Official Receiver in Companies Liquidation, as Comptroller. 
This Department will take over the duties of administration and 
control hitherto performed by the Bankruptcy Department under 
the Companies (Winding-up) Act, 1890, and by the Finance and 
General Department of the Board of Trade under the Companies 
Acts generally, thus bringing under one administration the whole 
of the work connected with joint-stock companies. 


Differential Duties. Return. 190. Proce 1s. 6d. 


This is a return of the differential duties imposed, raised, 
reduced, or repealed in this country in each of the years 1823-6, 
1843-6, 1853, and 1860, stating (1) the rate of duty levied, and 
(2) the revenue derived from, and the quantities imported of the 
articles concerned in the three years preceding, and in the three 
years following, such change. 

Statements are appended to the return showing the rates of duty 
levied on wheat, rye, peas and beans, beer, Indian corn, oats, 
wheatmeal and oatmeal from 1822 to 1869; the annual average 
prices of British corn in England and Wales from 1822 to 1869; 
the rates of duty levied on sugar, unrefined and refined, from 1836 
to 1864; and the rates of duty levied on the descriptions of wood 
most largely imported from 1826 to 1840.

The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. | 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director bv the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
‘“‘ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
